Danzig, ‘To-day. 

A. financial decree issued by the 
Danzig Senate provides that afl 
inland concerns, ‘Danzig ‘branches 
of foreign companies and inland 
industries or business houses own- 
ed by foreigners, by April 17, must 
offer their holdings of foreign ex- 
change in Danzig and .abroad. to 
the Bank of Danzig for exchange 
into Danzig.Gulden. — 


‘All accounts in foreign curs 
rencies held by Danzig ‘banks will 
be automatically changed into 
Danzig gulden, exception being 

made only . in respect, of Reichs- 
marks and Polish Zlotys. 

The decree provides only for a 
single transaction and will , not. 
apply to future holdings and de- 
posits made in foreign currencies 
to accounts of Danzig firms and 
private persons after April 17, 

The decree differs in this seuneat 
from the same law in the Reich, 
which requires that all foreign ex- 
change be offered to the Reichs- 
bank. 

In explanation, it is stated that 
Danzig firms and individuals have 
hoarded foreign exchange for years 
-and tho present measure is design- 
ed to bring about an equal dis- 
tribution of the risk and thus to 
strengthen .the Danzig Gulden. 
Trade and transit commerce will 
not be affected. ro, SpEeneeBSAn:
